| Mo., wer2 William Pleasant Moon- 
syliieh. his wife, his son and 
; two daughters. The mother suc- 
cumbed to tuberculosis after the 
family arrived here. Mr. Mooney= 
ham secured employment in the 
Upland Citrus association plant. 

It was only a few years after 
the family moved here that the 
father and one daughter died, 
leaving the son and the other 
daughter orphans. Because of the 
Masonic connections, the children 
were placed in the Masonic home 
at Covina. There the girl died 
also of tuberculosis. 

Because of the restlessness of 
the youth ,who seemed unable te 
adjust himself to the routine of 
the Masonic home, Mr. and Mra, 
Earl Hawthorne took the boy in- 
{| to their home in 1922. 

“He was not a bad boy,” re- 
| calls Mr. Hawthorne. “I think 
| his restlessness was caused by 
the feeling of despair which ob- 
sessed him after losing all other 
four members of the family.” 

After only five months here at 
the Hawthorne home, during 
which he could not he persuaded 
to attend school, the 15-year-old 
youth disappeared, and since that 
time no one has heard from him,

sum, are Ernest C. Mehl of Upe 
land and Charles Fuller.

MUCH RED CROSS 
HELP FROW'U. 


No4 woah ae for Statements 
Aid From Here Not:--.. 
Getting There 





In spite of the fact that The 
News has published authoritative 
statements from time to time re- 
futing claims by local persons that 
England is not receiving Red 
Cross help through the American 
Red Cross, such statements con- 
tinue to be made. Only a few 
weeks ago the fact that a large 
shipment of articles was convoyed 
to that country was noted in these 
columns, and same was distribut- 


ed through the Red Cross organ-: 


ization in England and official 
sources of that country. 

Since that time much more has 
been done for the war sufferers in 
England. 

And now comes the latest word 
stating that plans to establish a 
100-bed hospital in England for 
study and treatment of commun- 
icable diseases under war-time 
conditions have been made by the 
American Red Cross and Harvard 
university. This hospital will be 
known as the American Red 
Cross-Harvard hospital and will 
be constructed with Red Cross 
funds, with Harvard university to 
furnish the medical staff and as- 
sume responsibility for the scien- 
tific work. The purpose of this 
joint undertaking—in addition to 
fulfilling an urgent need in Eng- 
land—the announcement says, will 
be to acquire valuable information 
relating both to control of epi- 
demics under unusual conditions 
and to organization of temporary, 
mobile hospitals under war-time 
conditions, which information 
would also be valuable to the 
United States in the event of de- 
fense or other emergencies sim- 
ilar to the influenza epidemic of 
1918. 

In this cooperative project for 
hospital assistance the Red Cross 
will undertake to furnish the 
structure and- equipment of a 
temporary hut type hospital. and 
transport it to England, where it 
will be set up on foundations pro- 
vided by the British minister of 
health—-and will also furnish the 
nursing and _ non - professional 
members of the staff and certain 
supplies for operation. 

MANY GARMENTS SENT 

American Red Cross chapter 
volunteers have made 1,296,017 
garments and more than 10,000,- 
000 surgical dressings for Eur- 
opean war relief—and the Upland 
chapter has contributed a gener- 
ous share of such articles. 
Throughout our country more 
than a half million women are 
sewing, knitting and _ producing 
dressings for war victims. Sur- 
gical dressings being sent to Great 
Britain are made from specifica- 
tions furnished by the British Red 
Cross on a basis of types familiar 
to British surgeons, children’s 
sweaters and dresses being the 
most popular items of clothing.
